ON THE WAR FRONTS 


OR7VE GAINS LITTLE, 


The Germans, following their heavy 
artillery preparation* of recent days, 
nave attempted to drive a wedge into 
the British line west of Cambrai, but 
although they used numerically super- 
ior forces, their effort brought them 
only a minor gain. 


The attack, launched between Bulle- 
court and Qneant, was similar to that 
adopted by Crown Prince Rupprecht's 
troops when they pierced General 
Byng's front southwest of Cambrai 
nearly two weeks ago. and caused a 
retirement of the British on the sal- 
lent. General Byng previously had 
driven toward Cambrai A like purpose 
doubtless was involved in the latest 
offensive and for its execution huge 
waves of Bavarians were thrown upon 
the sector in an endeavor to overpow- 
er the defenders. The British, how- 
ever, held tenaciously to their ground 
except at one point, where the enemy 
penetrated a front line position. 


Teuton Lot*** Hsavy. 


As in their previous attempt to 
wreck the Cambrai salient, the 


mans lost heavily in the enterprise, 
the British mowing them down with 
machine gun and rifle fire in the 
fighting, which lasted from dawn until 
1 o'clock in the afternoon. The spot 
chosen for the attack was similar, 
from a strategic standpoint, to that 
near Connelieu, where the offensive 
of a fortnight ago began, and, had it 
succeeded, another retirement by the 
British on the Cambrai sector prob- 
ably would have been necessary. 


Notwithstanding their failure, the 


Germans are keeping up an intensive 
bombardment of British and French 
positions all along the western front, 
and doily are receiving additional re- 
inforcements in men and guns from 
the eastern theatre. 


Snow In the Alps. 


S^now is falling heavily in the moun- 
tains along the northern Italian front 
and optimism prevails 
among the 


Italians that this will aid them defin- 
iteiy in holding the Austrc-Germans 
back from the Italian plain. Amid the 
first flurries of the storm on Tuesday 
the enemy resumed his attack amon 
the hills, ana was rewarded by th 
capture of several positions. Late 
however, the Italians, in a counter a 
tack, regained their lost terrain, afte 
which the artillery duels were re- 
sumed, but with less strength than 
previously had been shown. 
The Cossacks under General Kale 
dines and the Bolshevik! forces ar 
reported to have met in at least tw 
fights, with the counter revolutionist 
the victors in both. The engagement 
occurred at Mohilev and at Tamanov 
ka, and the Bolshevik! losses are de- 
clared to have been heavy. 


Allenby in Jerusalem. 
General Allenby, commander of th 


British forces in Palestine has entered 
Jerusalem and taken over control o 
the holy city. The populace greeted 
the British commander cordially. In a 
proclamation he told the inhabitant 
that all sacred buildings and holy 
places would be protected and main 
tallied. Meanwhile the British army 
continues its successful operations in 
Palestine, having captured several ad 
ditional positions from the Turks.

Mr. Vanderlip said, "it is a 
campaign where it can be brought to 
every mitid that here is an individual 
oportunity to help win the war, that 
every time a man saves a dollar from 
going into an expenditure for a non- 
essential, every time that 
he re' 


trains from consuming material and 
employing labor unnecessarily, he has 
released material and labor for the 
uses of the government and has made 
his direct individual contribution to 
winning the war. 


The Liberty Loan. 


"You have rendered wonderful ser- 


vice in aid of the government in the 
Liberty loan campaigns. 
Here is a 


continuous campaign; it Is going to 
run for a year. Personally, I believe 
the theory of it so good that it will 
run for many years; but congress has 
authorized only a single issue of $J,- 
(iOO,000 and we can not predict what 
may occur beyond that. 


"Here is an opportunity for all to 


make a great contribution to the gov- 
ernment, in the help that they give 
in putting this lesson before the peo 
pie, because the lesson is more im- 
portant than the money that will be 
lent. 


"That Is the job we have on hand, 


and this message of personal thrift, 
this message of economy, this nec- 
essity for releasing to the uses of the 
government men and material must be 
learned, If we are to strike a military 
blow that is at all commensurate with 
what we should strike. 


Billion a Month. 


"The government today would like 


to be spending, estimated 
that it 


would spend on its domestic expendi- 
tures for the war, a billion dollars a 
month. As a matter of fact, while 
that estimate stood in the early days 
of October, the month closed with ex- 
penditures of about $480,000,000. Now 
what was the reason? It was that the 
workshops could not produce

It was a question of man power, or 
industrial organization."
